BEEN NECESSARY TO REDUCE ALLOWANCES ISSUED 
TO POSTOr-r-ICES for operation during JUNE. 

OUARTER. ALL POSTMASTERS ARE EXPECTED TO

ALLOWANCES ACCORDING TO NEEDS OF INDIVIDUAL

Almost all crops are aliead of 
their normal maturity as a 
I result of the mild winter and 
I spring. Production prospects for 
: 1947, however, on the whole are 
only fair for many of the coun¬ 
ty's leading crops, according to 
Harold J. Ryan, Los .Xngoles 
County Agricultural Commis¬ 
sioner. 

' Because sage a.id other wild 
flowers failed to blossom nor¬ 
mally this spring, honey pro¬ 
duction from Ihi.s source will be 
almost a complete failure and 
bee men are turning their at¬ 
tention to alfalfa and other ir¬ 
rigated crops for nectar. 

Summer varieties of avoca¬ 
dos are ripening early but tlie 
crop in this county is light. 
Conditions have been good for 
fruit set from the preseni bloom 
but it is too soon to attempt es- 
timales as lo the next crop. 

Few navel oranges were left 
at the end of the month; in 
some iiarts of tlic county there 
was a severe drop of mature 
Iruil toward the end of tlie sea¬ 
son, 

.An unfavorable aspect of the 
.4pril hot spell was sun burning 
of lemons on exposed parts of 
trees. Also, in some areas con¬ 
siderable small fruit dropped 
tollowing high temiieralures. 

Ryan stated maturity of Val¬ 
encia oranges is advanced for 
the time of year and the first 
fruit was packed for export late 
in April. It appears that small 
fruit sizes will again predomin¬ 
ate in 1947. District agricultural 
inspectors estimate 90 percent 
of a full crop.

August 1st

Approximately 400.000 World 
War II veterans residing in the 
area of the Los Angeles Ad¬ 
ministration regional office have 
allowed their National Service 
Life Insurance policies to lapse 
Spearheaded by the VA and as¬ 
sisted by civic, veteran, church, 
and fraternal groups. “G.I. In 
surance Week” is designed to 
tell the veterans and their fam¬ 
ilies the value of National Ser¬ 
vice Life Insurance. 

Special emphasis is placed on 
G. 1. Insurance at this time be¬ 
cause August 1. 1947 is the 

deadline for reinstating lapsed 
policies upon a comparative 
health basis. This waiver of 
pliysical examinations is a great 
convenience to able-bodied vet¬ 
erans because they may until 
August 1 reinstate their policies 
at any VA office in just a few 
minutes. It is especially impor¬ 
tant to veterans who have war 
or peacetime disabilities who 
could not pass examinations for 
any kind of insurance. This 
group may reinstate lapsed 
policies, regardless of the length 
of lap.se, by signing a state¬ 
ment that they are in as gpod 
health now as they were at the 
time of lapse. 

Veterans are advised to call 
at their nearest VA office for 
lull information and advice 
about their insurance problems.
